KPFA  is  considering  a  change  in  this  program  publication,  the  Folio.  For  the  last 
eight  years,  since  the  inception  of  KPFA,  the  station  has  been  publishing  the  Folio, 
more  or  less  in  its  present  format  of  eight  pages,  containing  program  listings,  a  short 
editorial,  and  various  and  sundry  "notes".  The  present  cost  of  the  Folio  for  print- 
ing and  postage  (exclusive  of  staff  time  is  about  $600.00  per  month  or  roughly 
$7,000.00  per  year. 

At  several  occasions  in  the  past  changes  in  the  Folio  have  been  considered.  Sev- 
eral years  ago,  there  was  thought  of  converting  the  Folio  into  an  eighty-page  journal 
of  literature  and  opinion,  completely  tied,  of  course,  to  KPFA's  broadcasting,  in  the 
manner  of  the  BBC  Listener.  This  journal  was  to  have  included  the  kind  of  advertis- 
ing consistent  with  publications  of  its  type,  and  research  was  done  in  order  to  pre- 
determine potential  advertising  interest  in  it.  While  the  results  of  this  research  pointed 
to  considerable  advertising  support  of  the  projected  journal,  other  factors  caused  the 
project  to  be  postponed.  More  recently,  our  present  Promotion  Director  recommended 
conversion  to  a  monthly  Folio  (without  advertising)  on  the  basis  of  savings  in  time 
and  money.  Staff  feeling  at  the  time  was  that  the  greater  frequency  of  the  bi-weekly 
over  the  monthly  as  a  reminder  of  KPFA  justified  the  additional  time  and  expense. 
Furthermore,  the  factor  of  flexibility  and  contemporaneity  in  programming  favored  the 
bi-weekly. 

Recently  we  have  renewed  our  researches  on  the  possible  success  of  an  expanded 
monthly  Folio  with  advertising.  Our  investigations  were  based  on  the  plan  of  a  32- 
page  monthly  publication  with  the  same  page  size  as  the  present  Folio.  We  find  that 
with  modest  use  of  advertising  in  a  monthly,  the  net  cost  to  KPFA's  operation  would 
be  less  than  half  of  the  present  8-page  bi-weekly.  Such  a  Folio  would  include  not 
only  program  ^listings  but  some  or  all  of  the  following  contents:  1.  Reprints  of  some 
of  KPFA's  outstanding  Commentary  and  other  programs  2.  A  monthly  record  review  by 
KPFA's  Music  Director  3.  A  selective  calendar  of  Bay  Area  cultural  events  4.  Poetry 
and  articles  drawn  (for  broadcasting  and  publication)  from  wider  sources. 

In  discussions  with  subscribers  passing  through  the  station,  we  have  found  occa- 
sional objections  to  the  notion  of  using  advertising  in  the  Folio,  even  though  this 
would  have  no  effect  on  KPFA's  non-commercial  broadcasting.  We'd  like  a  wider 
sampling  of  subscribers'  reactions  to  the  idea,  both  pro  and  con.
